, ° 2 the mornin£ of Wednesday, February 22nd, when officials of'the 
I ark Springs bank came to the bank, they found that the time lock 
on the vault had been set for seventy-two hours. 
This discovery created 
excitement among the bank officials and an effort was made to find the 
cashier. 
It was reported on the streets of the little town that Mr. Giles 
had stated the evening before that he was going to the Fat Stock Show 
in Fort Worth, and an effort was made to locate him in that city. 
No 
trace of Giles could be found in Fort Wrorth, and his friends in Park 
s prings became alarmed. 
At the expiration of the seventy-two hours the 
time Jock on the bank vault “clicked” and the door was opened. 
Then 
it was found that Mr. Giles had gone to parts unknown, and th at he 
bad taken considerable bank funds with him. 
Something like $2 600 
was missing, and a note was found, in which Mr. Giles stated he had 
gone. 
The note was addressed to Mrs. Giles. 
The sheriff’s department in Decatur took up the search for Giles 
but no trace of him could be found. 
It was the general supposition that 
be had gone into Mexico. 
Monday morning Mr. Giles got off the south-bound Denver here 
and was brought to town in a jitney service car.

only one body recovered.

day morning but thirty-five were 
dead or missing. 
Rescue parties are

A young man named Flowers was 
drowned at Vineyard, near B rid g e 
port, accordjng to a report from that 
city Wednesday afternoon.

Settlement of the coal strike at 
Bridgepirt was effected Friday after­ 
noon at a conference in Bridgeport 
between miners and operators and 
the three hundred miners were all 
back at work Sunday. 
The men agreed to take a cut in 
day wages of $1.50 per day and 
twenty-five cents a ton reduction fo. 
piece workers was also accepted, ac­ 
cording to James Mooney, special rep­ 
resentative of President Lewis of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
who returned to Fort Worth last 
night after representing the miners 
at the conference. 
The new scale of wages is tentative 
and will be in effect until there is an 
agreement made between southwest- 
ernn interstate coal operators’ asso 
elation and district 21 of the mine 
workers’ union for Oklahoma and Ar­ 
kansas where the strike is still on. 
Whaever wage scales are agreed to 
for this district will govern Bridge­ 
port mines, Mooney said.

The a vc age farm flock of chickens 
n Northwest Texas brings in $2.00 
)er ben, according to 1015 records 
recently collected b/ the Fort Worth 
?■ iver City Ra lway during its 
poultry campaign. 
The average farm 
las e ghty-three hens and the aver­ 
age sales are $161.00 per year. 
The sales would be larger if more 
armers kept standard bred chickens 
however the amount of sales per farm 
from average farm flocks is perhaps 
more convincing than if the sales 
were from standard bred chickens, 
because 
many 
would 
think 
their 
scrub flocks would not return any­ 
where near such large returns as 
would good chickens. Two-thirds of 
these sales were from mixed or scrub 
flocks for sixty-three per cent of all 
the farms in Northwest Texas havn 
mixed or scrubs flocks of chickens 
No wonder people do not give their 
chickens more attention. 
No one 
cares much for scrub stock of any 
kind and they do not expect much 
from them, yet these farmers report 
$161.00 worth of chickens and eggs 
sold and show $132.00 of it as profit. 
One of the big reasons for so many 


scrub chickens is because people buy 
eggs for hatching from people 
w h o 
have mixed flocks oi from those who 
have only scrub chickens. 
It is hard 
to believe that people will pay out 
hard-earned money for settings of 
eggs or for breeding stock from mix­ 
ed or scrub flocks. 
It was not pre­ 
viously supposed that anyone would 
do this or that anyone would have 
the nerve to sell such stock or egg? 
but according to their own conces­ 
sions sixteen per cent of the farmers 
in Northwest Texas are actually sell­ 
ing stock or eggs from mixed or 
scrub flocks. 
Some state that the'" 
have nothing but scrub chickens bu* 
sell both breeding stock and hatching 
eggs from them. 
Such a transaction 
ought to be a misdemeanor punish­ 
able by fine for the first offense and 
a jail sentence for succeeding offens­ 
es. 
Yet with scrubs everywhere and 
hut little attention given to ch’ckens 
the average farm hen brings in $2.0" 
aer year a rd about $1.60 is clea> 
orofit. 
If you have only twenty or 
'hirty hens there will not be muon 
profit because it will take nearly that 
many 
hens 
to 
supply 
the 
family 
needs. 
But if a good-sized farm 
'lock of 125 hens is kept the profits 
will total up to $200.00; 
th at’s with 
two-thirds scrubs. 
If the flock is 
standard bred the profits will gener 
ally be doubled.
